**T feel just as well now as I did when 
I was 30 years old and I fetivete it 
largely togthe fact that I never overtax 
my stomach. [I eat three meals a day 
but all of them kre very light.. I have 
often left the dinner table hungry, just, 
because I knéw I had eaten enough.

stomach if iproperly eer aioe it is his

Colman, who has been an indefatiga- 
ble worker since he was seventeen years 
old, has not been kept away. from his 
work by illness for a day in more than 
fifty years. , . 

This he attributes to other things, 
though, besides just simply right eatine. 
He gives credit to fresh air, sunshine 
and exercise. These he says constitute 
the fountain which, if bathed in often 
enough, will almost give eternal youth. 

“I go out to my farm at Colman sta- 
tion, near Creve Coeur ‘lake, at least 
two or three times a~ he said, 
“and I always take axe, not too 
heavy, and go after some of the trees 
that I want to clear off the place. 
It makes me feel like @ two-year-old. 
My farm is a stock and I get 
still more exercise and frésh air driving 
about with some of my, trotting horses. 

“But don’t get the: idea you have 
to have a stock fa or an ax. You 
can get just as much benefit from going 
down here in the Ozarks and doing some 
hunting and fishing. I belong to what 
is known as the Colman Hunting Club 
ir. Southeast Missouri, and we- have 
worked all along the Current, Black- 
stone and Gasconade rivers and have 
sirely had some fine sport. 

Need Fresh Air anid Exercise. 

“But you don’t have to belong to a 
hunting and fishing club. The idea is‘ 
to get the fresh afr and exercise, no 
matter how you get it.” 

Colman’s complexion which looked 
as smooth and clear as that of a 
young man naturally led to the ques- 
tion of cleanliness as one of the pre- 
servers of youth, 

“Lord preserve us,” said he. “That, 
is my hobby and I was near forget- 
ting it. I have taken a Turkish bath 
at least once a week for more than 50 
years, and while I was in Washing- 
ton mingling with some of the poli- 
ticians there from 1885 to 1889 I al- 
ways took three a week. JI get up at 
6 o’clock every day of the year and 
always take a sponge bath, and it 
makes me feel fit for the day.”

“Boy Added Four Years to Age 
at Enlistment.

James Mattalino, 17 year® old, 6 
feet 2 inches tall, and a private in the 
United States Army is liable to con- 
finement in a military prison for six 
months for fraudulent enlistment. In- 
stead of befhg permitted to leave 
‘Jefferson Barracks and return to his 
home in Chicago with his father. 

The father’s application for his re- 
lease from the army under a writ of 
habeas corpus will be heard by Judg- 
Dyer in the Uniteq States Distric: 
Court Saturday. 

Mattalino, temporarily out of work 
in Chicago, and hesitating to pecome 
a burden’ on his father, sine in the 
army. He said he was 21 years agd 2 
months old. The sergeant looked at 
his 6 feet 2 inches and promptly en- 
listed him without further questions 
regarding his age. 

This was April 21, and he was immedi- 
ately sent to Jefferson Barracks. His 
father, Samuel Mattalino, obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus in St. Louis, but 
the return of Lieutenant-Colonel W. A. 
Mann shows the army officers had 
learned he was not of age, and that 
court-martial proceedings have been be- 
gun. The Government asked that Judge 
Dyer’ postpone action on the writ of 
habeas corpus until the outcome of the 
court-martial. .The question of suspen- 
sion of the writ will be decided Satur- 
day. 

The application for the writ, filed by 
Attorney David ‘Goldsmith, contends 
that as Mattalino was only 17 years 
old, his enlistment was illegal, and he 
cannot be kept in the army. 

Under army regulationg a false state- 
ment of age at time of enlistment is an 
offense, punishable under courtmarial 
by imprisonment for not more than six 
months.

Plans Completed and $425,000 
Building Is to Be Started 
Imiediately. 


Plans and specifications have been 
completed for a new Young Women’s 
Christian Association Building, for which 
$452,000 was raised in a whirlwind cam- 
paign last May, and work is to begin 
on it at once. 

Col. James Gay Butler contributed $50,- 


000, and the balance was raised by sub- 
scription within a limited time. The 
Post-Dispatch by printing a clock show- 
ing the time left, and by giving much 
*pace to the movement, was credited 
by those back of it with aiding it ma- 
terially. 

Mariner and. Le Beaume, architects, 
irepared the plans for the building, 
which is to be put up on a lot fronting 
115 feet on Locust street ‘by a depth of 
lho feet, west of Fourteenth street. The 
work wil] be completed, it is expected, 
within a year. 

What Each Floor Contains. 

The basement wil] inciude the boiler 

room and janitor’s quarters, the house 
laundry, an vmergency room, game 
reoms, toilets, locker and dressing rooms 
and swimming pool. 
The first floor wiJl contain a large 
foyer two stories in height, surrounded 
by offices anf 4 reception room, a large 
check room, two gymnasiums, one 50x 
72, the other 37x50, together with rocms 
for the physical director and an exam- 
ination room. 

The second floor wliil have parlors, 
ciubrooms and offices, ranged aroun 
the main foyer class rooms and a cspec- 
itators’ gallery looking into the large 
symnasium. 

On the third floor will be class rooms 
f‘r stenog'aphy, typewriting. sewing, 
millinery and dressmaking, and an as- 
sembly room with a seating capacity of 
2) 


The fourth floor will be divided into 
mall rooms for various purposes and 
will contain also glassrooms for cooking, 
& model dining room and laundry. 
The fifth floor will be devoted to the 
eafeteria and restaurant in the entire 
south section of the building. The 
north section will contain the kitch- 
en, pantries, storage rooms and refrig- 
erators. 

The roof is so designed that it may 
be used as a roof garden for recrea- 
tion. 

The swintming pool is of white glazed 
brick, as are also the walls of the 
kitehen and laundry. 

Elevators Throughout. 

The service stairs and elevators ex- 
tend from basement to fifth floor. This 
is true also of the passenger elevators 
and main stairs. The plan is such that 
light and ventilation are assured for al] 
parts of the building.

POSTAL DEFICITS 


lieves Periodicals Should 
Pay Higher Rate. 





Automobile magazines are ‘‘merely 
a mass of circular advertisements 
stitched together,’’ according to George 
T. McIntosh of Cleveland, QO., secre- 
tary of the National One-Cent Letter 
Postage Association. In an address be- 
fore the St. Louis Advertising Men’s 
League at the City Club, Wednesday, 
he declared that the reading matter in 
these auto magazines are “a lot of 
trade puffs that partake of the nature 
of advertisements.’”’ 

“These periodicals, together with 
many others, should be classed as third- 
class mail matter with a rate of 8 
cents a pound,” he declared. “The 
cause of the big annual deficit of the 
Postoffice Department is this special 
privilege to magazines. 

McIntosh advocated that business men 
combine to demand 1 cent letter postage 
at once. He presented figures showing 
the profits to the Government in first 
and second class matter in recent years. 
He said that the Postoffice Department 
was established to carry letters pri- 
marily, and not to derive a profit. He 
declared that the present profits on let- 
ters are excessive. 

“Every time a’ merchant uses a two- 
cent stamp, he pays a direct tax of 
more than one cent to the users of sec- 
ond-class matter,’ he said. 

In the last 10 years, according to Mc- 
Intosh’s figures, the Government has 
made a profit of $500,000,000 on letters, 
and has lost $600,000,000 on’ second class 
postage, which includes magazines.

ton was discussing with a good deal 
of zest today some references made 
by President Taft in a speech at the 
Jewish Temple here last night “To 
small-headed men” in prominent clubs 


who display their “greatness” by 
black-balling men of importance pro- 
posed for membership. 

The President’s references “were 
taken to apply directly to the re- 
cent exclusion from a elub in this 
city of a prominent New York Con- 
gressman and several newly-elected 
senators. The Congressman in ques- 
tion is a particular friend of the 
President. 

President’s Speech. 

In his speech the President said: 

“I believe, and I am proud of the fact, 
that the Jews in America enjoy an 
equality that they have in only a few 
other countries of the world. I don’t 
mean to say that there are not racial 
prejudices: here; I don’t mean to say 
that there are no social clubs and other 
places where the small-hedded men who 
occasionally get into a directory mani- 
fest their greatness by using a black- 
ball and shutting out men of impor- 
tance in the community. 

“But, my friends, while it is aggra- 
vating and exasperating, still it is not 
the worst thing that could happen. I 
have had it happen to friends: of mine— 
Gentiles—who have been kept out of 
clubs by people who are not worthy to 
bufton their shoes and who have no 
standing save in clubs. 

‘ Not Matter to Worry About, 

“It is aggravating, I agree, but a man 
is what he is by reason of his respect 
for himself, and if he knows that some 
one who affects to snub him, and look 
down on ‘shim, is not worthy—if he 
knows that that person is not his equal, 
and if he cultivates any of the phil- 
osophy that he ought to call to his aid 
—he will have the advantage over his 
small-brained and narrow-minded critic 
always.’’

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In an effort to kill himself with a 
pocketknife, August Holstein, 69 years 
old, formerly chef at the Forest Park T 
Cottage, stabbed himself about one hun- 
dred times Wednesday. He was found 
unconscious in his bed at Schoenlau’s 
Grove, 5810 Gravois avenue, at 7 a. m. 
He had worked there as a chef only five 
days. 

Dr. J. Youngman of 5817 Gravois ave- 
nue pronounced Holstein’s condition se- 
rious and he was hurried to the city hos- 
pital. 

There it was found that the 100 
wounds were all within a radius of 
about three inches on his abdomen. Two 
were half an inch deep and the others 
were smaller. 

Examination at the hospital indicated 
that loss of ‘blood from the two deep 
wounds robbed Holstein of his strength. 
When he found the first wounds would 
not kill him quickly he continued to 
stab himself with the knife, but as he 
lost blood his blows became more and 
more feeble and ineffective. Some mere- 
ly pierced the skin. . 

Holstein’s only statement was: 

“T was tired of living; that’s all.’’ 

So far ag is known, be has no rela- 
tives in St. Louis. . city hospital phy- 
siclans say that although no vital or- 
gans were pierced, Holstein’s wounds 
may result fatally because of his age.

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THE RULE OF REASON. 

We do not believe that the trusts and their 
lawyers will, on due consideration, find much 
comfort in the “rule of reason” laid down by the 
Supreme Court of the United States in the Stand- 
ard Oil case. It is true that Justice Harlan re- 
gards it as an attempt on the part of the court 
to make law, but it is in line with judicial pro- 
cedure from the first. 

The anti-trust law was an effort on the part 
of Congress to write the common law into our 
statutes. The common law itself has been. de- 
scribed as the “perfection of reason.” The com- 
mon law killed monopoly. Courts have always 
undertaken to interpret and apply it in the light 
of reason. The judgment delivered by. Chief 
Justice White on Monday contains nothing with 
reference to the anti-trust law on this point that 
has not always been asserted by courts that were 
enforcing the common law against monopolies 
and conspiracies in restraint of trade, as’ the 
perfection of reason was usually enforced with 
reason. In some former decisions the court di- 
vided on the theoretical question whether this 
making “every contract” in restraint of trade 
criminal, was intended to deny to the courts their 
usual powers of interpretation. In the traffic 
cases the judgment incidentally accepted the 
theory that it did; but the main points then de- 
cided were that the law applied to failroads and 
that it had been violated in specific instances.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The admin- 
istration is satisfied with the decision 
of the United States Supreme Court in 
the Standard, Oil case and no steps will 
‘be taken dtring the present session of 
Congress to alter the Sherman puth-trust 
act. 

The President, Attorney-General Wick- 
ersham and other members of the Cab- 
inet declared they believed the opinion 
is sound. 

When it was called to the President's 

attention that in his message to Con- 
gress in Jan. 7, 1910, he expressed doubt 
of defining “‘good’’ and “bad” trusts, he 
iy that whatever had been his opinions 

he abandoned them when the Supreme 
Court spoke. 

The President characterized the deciz- 
joW as a very useful one, and said he 
believed it would \Jtimately carry out 
the purposes of the Congress _— had 

* framed the law. 

Trickery to Draw uaaty. 

It was pointed out at the White House 
that where a corporation which the 
_ court ordered disselved, refused py ma- 
* ripuiation to obey, the court could and 
would, at the instance of the Department 
of Justice, cite the corporation for con- 

tempt. _ 

' The President and Attorney-Gencral 
said this power was conferred by the 
court in the decision, and that the Gov- 
ernment would be alert to use it. 

i In the next regular session of Con- 
gress, President Taft will again recom- 

‘Tend the enactment of a Federal in- 
corporation law. This the President 
and Attorney-General contend will 
strengthen the present law and give the 
Government further power of control. 

According to the administration's 
‘view, an incorporation law will make 
the Sherman act infallible. It is point- 
‘ed out that with the corporation tax 
law now on the statute books the Gov- 
‘ernment can in a way keep track of 
cerporations. With: a Federal incor- 
poration law, full supervision of the 
trusts would be made possible. With 
this supervision it could be determined, 
with Mittle time and effort, whether 
- there were reasons bi. or unreasonable 
adstraint of’ trade.
